REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON STREETS 
AND SEWERS 


Plainfield N. J., Dec, 28, 1908. 
To the Honorable Common Council of the City of Plainfield, 


Gentlemen:—We submit herewith our annual report of work done 
and moneys received and expended during the year 1908. 


PERMANENT PAVEMENT. 


The brick pavement, begun in 1907, was completed on June 5th 
of the present year; although a number of defective places have developed, 
most of them along the Street Railway tracks, the pavement, as a 
whole, is well constructed and in good order. On October 8, 1908, 
the- contractor was served with a formal notice to repair the pave- 
ment, but neglected to do so, and the six months during which he was 
required to maintain and repair the pavement expired on December 5th. 
The sum of $2,030.73 has been retained by the city to provide for re- 
pairs, and these should be made as soon as the weather will permit 
in the Spring, the cost of repairs to be paid from the amount retained. 


DUST PREVENTION. 


It is being realized all over the country that more efficient means 
must be devised to combat the dust nuisance, so greatly aggravated by 
the continually increasing number of automobiles. Street sprinkling with 
water is expensive and unsatisfactory, being effective for only a small 
part of the day; for the rest of the time the streets are either muddy 
or dusty. 

Three experiments have been made in Plainfield during the season, 
one by private owners and two by the City. In the first case, Road 
Bed Oil, prepared by the Standard Oil Company, was sprinkled on parts 
of West Eighth Street, Plainfield Avenue and Irving Place, and proved 
efficient for a while, in preventing dust and disintegration of the macadam. 

Asphaltoilene, prepared by the Good Roads Improvement Company, 
was spread on North Avenue, also on Park Avenue between Fourth 
and Seventh Streets and south of Randolph Road, and on short sections 
of other streets. This preparation is an excellent dust absorber, but 
becomes a greasy mud in wet weather, and is objected to on that 
account. ) 

Tarvia, furnished by the Barrett Manufacturing Company, was used 
on Park Avenue between Seventh Street and Randolph Road, on Sycamore: 
Avenue, Grove Street and South Avenue west of Terrill Road. 
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This preparation is cheaper than the others, 1s not a “dust sabsorber” 
but prevents the formation of dust to a considerable extent, and helps — 
to preserve the miacadam,: 1d.ib1s ,fonnd that the Tarvia does not 
require renewing too often, and if the streets treated with it are regularly 
swept, it would probably be practicable to treat all the macadam streets 
with it and dispense with most of the water sprinkling. 


REPAIR WORK. 


Not nearly as much macadam repair work was done this year as 
was planned by the Committee and as was urgently needed,. their plans 
being modified by the necessity of grading several streets on which 
flag and concrete sidewalks were ordered and where the grade of the 
walks was lower than the streets. Such work was done on Johnston 
and Jackson Avenues and South Second Street. 

The streets mentioned in our last report on which repairs were 
begun last Fall with stone from streets on which brick pavement was 
laid, were all finished, and East Front Street from Watchung Avenue 
to Richmond Street, East Second Street from Watchung Avenue to 
Washington Street, Sycamore Street between East Fifth and East 
Sixth Streets and East Fourth Street from. Watchung Avenue to Church 
Street were also repaired with the old stone. 

North and Park Avenues were re-surfaced to prepare them for 
the application of Asphaltoilene and Tarvia, Arlington Avenue was 
repaired from West Fourth Street to Randolph Road, Grove Street 
received a light coating of cold ‘Tatvia (B). Hot Tarvia (A) was 
afterward spread, followed by a layer of one-half inch stone, rolled in. 

Probably the most promising method of treating our macadam roads 
is by having one of the tar preparations incorporated with the upper 
two to four inches of the stone, then spreading a layer of clean, small 
stone, and rolling. Machines will soon be on sale in this country in 
which heated tar is forced by compressed air, in a fine spray, into the 
macadam, doing the work thoroughly and very economically. 

The work of repairing West Front Street was begun at the Dunellen 
end and continued to a point between DeKalb and Clinton Avenues, being 
suspended to take up the work of repairing the macadam along the 


car tracks, which was in bad condition. South and Woodland Avenues, » 


East Second Street and parts of West Front and Richmond Streets were 
repaired between the rails and eighteen inches outside of them. 

The Street Railway Company pays one-third the cost of repairing 
streets where there is a single track, one-half for double track and the 
entire cost where the track alone is done, as on the last mentioned 
streets. The total amount paid by the Company this year for removing 
snow and for repair work was $2,344.04. 

Parts of West Third and Morris Streets were improved with slag 
from Pond Machine Tool Works this year and the gutters of Washington 


\ 
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Street were paved with old stone blocks between East Third Street and 


the railroad; similar paving was done around fountains, and storm sewer 
inlets.

NEW MACADAMIZING. 


The contracts for macadamizing noted in our last report were 
completed and the assessments were made, causing more complaints 
than any in recent years. The work on many of the streets was un- 
usually heavy, some being macadamed for the full width, with paved 
gutters and much grading. As the contractor’s prices were also higher 
than usual, the assessments were necessarily large. 

This year the prices were lower and the assessments will no doubt 
be satisfactory to the property owners. 

The following streets were macadamized by contractors Smalley & 
Kitchen: 

North Avenue, from the northeasterly curb line of Berckman Street 
to the southwesterly curb line of Terrill Road; 

Leland Avenue, from the present macadam on East Front Street 
to the present macadam on South Avenue. 

Netherwood Avenue, from the present macadam on East Front 
Street to the northwesterly curb line of East Second Street; 

Monroe Avenue, from the present macadam on West Seventh Street 
to the present macadam on West Eighth Street; 

West Eighth Street, from the present macadam on Monroe Avenue 
to the City Line; 

West Third Street, from the present macadam at Monroe Avenue 
to the present macadam at Clinton Avenue; 

Clinton Avenue, from West Third Street to the City Line was 
macadamized by Warren Travell. 

These streets have been completed and commissioners have been 
appointed to assess benefits. 

There are 47.63 miles of macadam streets in the city, 0.78 mile of 
brick pavement, 0.07 mile of Hassam concrete pavement (alley) and 
37 miles of unpaved streets, a total of 85%4 miles. 


CURBING AND FLAGGING. 


é 
Probably more notices to lay sidewaiks have been served this 
year than ever before, and about the same proportion of property owners 
have complied ‘with the notices. 35,000 linear feet of flagging, mono- 


lithic concrete and concrete slabs have been laid and 1,500 linear feet 
of curb. 


The principal streets on which sidewalks have been laid are as 
follows: Netherwood, Jackson, Johnston, North, Monroe and Spooner 


Avenues, East Second, East Seventh, West Third, John and Essex Streets, 
Lee, Prescott and Stebbins Places. 
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The outlying districts of the City are showing a commendable public 
spirit in the construction of sidewalks and already have several miles 
of smooth walks which would be a credit to any part of the City. 

225 notices to relay sidewalks were served, mostly between Park 
and Plainfield Avenues and Front and Ninth Streets, and have met 
with the most gratifying response, the result being that most of the 
walks in this section of the City are now in excellent condition. It 
is a pleasure to note that a number of first-class, full-width concrete 
walks have been laid in the business section of the City, replacing 
inferior and uneven walks of flag stones. 


CULVERTS. 


The need of iron instead of stone culvert covers was demonstrated 
recently, when a local dray, loaded with a granite column, broke over 
thirty dollars’ worth of cover stones in one afternoon. The broken 
stones were replaced with iron as far as possible and it has been 
the policy of the Committee to have all new culverts constructed with 
iron covers. . 

The culverts crossed by Street Railway tracks have continued to 
give trouble and there will probably be no permanent improvement at 
these points until they are provided with storm sewers. 

The culverts on North Avenue at Leland and Netherwood Avenues, 
on East Second Street at Johnston, Jackson and Netherwood Avenues 
and the two on East Seventh Street at Woodland Avenue, were rebuilt. 

The old culvert crossing West Front Street near the west City 
Line has been replaced by an eighteen inch concrete pipe. 


CROSSWALKS. 


Most of the crosswalks put down this year and in 1907 were taken 
from the streets on which brick pavement was laid. A. great many 
additional crosswalks are now made necessary by the laying of new 
sidewalks by the property owners, it being the practice of successive 
_ Street Committees to furnish crosswalks as fast as sidewalks are laid. 

Stone has been delivered on the ground for fourteen new Cross-— 
walks and will be laid by the city force as fast as the weather permits. 


CLEANING BROOKS AND DITCHES. 


Cedar Brook has been cleaned of deposits at different points and 
the storm sewer outlet ditches are regularly attended to. 

No severe storm causing floods has occurred for several years, but 
when one does come, the trouble and damage caused by the overflow 
of Green Brook into Cedar Brook will again force upon our attention 
the need of a permanent remedy. This, in the opinion of your Com- 
mittee, will include the deepening and widening of the present channel 
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of Green Brook from Scotch Plains to the vicinity of Farragut Road. 
The attention of the adjoining municipalities has been called to the 
importance of this undertaking, but without result. 


STORM SEWERS. 


No new storm sewers were constructed by the City this year, but 
new inlets were built at East Front Street and Watchung Avenue, 
Front and Somerset Streets and the north inlet on East Seventh Street 
east of Belvidere Avenue was also completed. A part of the flag stone 
roof of the outlet section of the New Street storm sewer caved in 
and “was replaced by a reinforced concrete roof six inches thick. 
Repairs were also made to the Rock Avenue storm sewer. Storm 
sewers were constructed by the owners through private property north 
and south of Berkeley Avenue to carry off the water formerly running 
in the small brook crossing that street. The upper portion of this 
sewer is a 24 inch pipe, while the lower or outlet end is 18 inch. 
The latter should be increased to 24 inch. Additional inlets should 
be connected to existing storm sewers on West Second Street east of 
Plainfield “Avenue, at Arlington Avenue and Union Street and on 


the south side of East Seventh Street, east of Belvidere Avenue. The 


total length of storm sewers is 5.71 miles. 
STREET WIDENING AND EXTENSION. 


The long talked of extension of Kensington Avenue to Park Avenue 
has been advanced by the adoption and approval of the ordinance laying 
out and opening the street, leaving for next year the work of treating 
with the property owners, appointing commissioners and assessing dam- 
ages and benefits. ihe 

Surveys and plans have been made for extending Johnston and 
Jackson Avenues from North Avenue, under the railroad to South 
Avenue; as there is some question about the obligation of the Railroad 
Company to construct a bridge without expense to the city, the Com- 
mittee is not yet ready to make its final recommendation in the matter. 

The widening of East Fourth Street, at the angle point between 
Washington and Richmond Streets, is much needed and would include 
the formal opening of the street from the angle to Richmond Street. 

A petition has been referred to this Committee for widening Central 
Avenue from West Front Street to the railroad. As stated in the petition, 
there is now no street of respectable width without car tracks, between 
Richmond Street and Plainfield Avenue, and it seems very desirable that 
this improvement should be made, providing that too great expense 
is not incurred by the city. 
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GRADING. 


Last winter a large body of unemployed men, many of them from 
the local machine shops, were given work on the streets. Owing to 
the cold weather, street cleaning and repairing could not be done, so 
the men were employed grading Midway Avenue, (the old railroad 
bank continuing the line of East Third Street) and cutting the wood 
from and grading East Seventh Street, between Leland Avenue and 
Terrill Road, the wood being stored on the pumping station lot. East 
Seventh Street was also graded between Belvidere and Leland Avenues. 
The grading of other streets has been referred to under “Curbing and 
Flagging.” 


STEAM ROLLER. 


The Buffalo Pitts steam roller, purchased in the Spring of 1901 is 
in need of repairs, mainly to the boiler, and as the main roller wheels 
are getting thin, it will be necessary either to send it to the makers for 
overhauling or exchange for a new one. It would also be well to 
procure a scarifier to loosen the old macadam before making repairs, 
as the use of picks in steam roller wheels for this purpose racks the 
machine seriously. 


ASSESSMENTS. 


$2,500 was paid from the 1907 appropriation toward the City’s pro- 
portion of the cost of macadamizing under contracts of 1906 and 1907, 
assessments for which were confirmed October 12, 1908. $2,943.01 is still 
due on this assessment, and another payment will: be due early in 1909 
for macadamizing done this year. 


SEWERS. 


During the year 1908 two miles of sanitary sewers have been com- 
pleted, including 0.69 mile constructed by private parties under city 
superintendence. | 

‘ The total length of sanitary sewers is now 43.81 miles, nearly double 
the amount originally constructed in 1894-5. There are 395 manholes, 
137 flush tanks and 12 direct flushing connections. The daily flow of 
sewage is 1,500,000 gallons and the total number of buildings connected 
with the sewers is 3,086, an increase of 264 during the year. 

The first connection with the so-called South-Side Sewer was made 
on July 15th, the pumps having been previously tested by pumping water 
used in testing the sewers. There are now 76 buildings connected with 
sewers draining to the pumping station, including the Hospital Buildings. 

The pumping plant consists of displacement pumps, air compressors 
and electric motors, in duplicate, and a Fairbanks gasoline engine for 
use in case of failure of electric current. A Cutler-Hammer starting and 
stopping device and float switch cause the automatic operation of the 
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plant, which only requires attention two or three times a day. ‘The 
plant was installed by the Ingersoll-Rand Co. 

The property in this drainage area is now rapidly building up, the 
lack of sewers seeming to have been the only obstacle to the earlier 
improvement of this section. 

The recent rapid development of the northern and eastern parts of 
the city has caused the addition of a large mileage to the sanitary 
sewer system, and the end is not in sight. 

There is also a demand for sewers in the southwesterly part of 
the city which can not drain into the sewer mains by gravity. If the 
trunk sewer now being investigated by a special committee should be 
constructed, this district could be drained into it, but if the project 
should be abandoned, additional pumping stations would be required. 

Roots have caused the stoppage of two sewers during the year, 
which were cleared by the use of rods, ropes and root-cutter. 5 stoppages 
have occurred in house connections, the vitrified pipe connections being 
replaced by cast iron pipe. 

The sewage disposal works have been operated under the direction 
of Hering & Fuller since July I, 1908, and they have placed Mr. R. S. 
Lanphear in charge as day operator. The office building at the plant 
has been fitted up with laboratory equipment, permitting tests to be made 
showing the quality of the final effluent and the purification accomplished 
at the different stages of the process. These tests have been made 
nearly every day since the first of September. 

Detailed records of analyses are placed on file with accompanying 
reports to the Committee each month. In brief, it may be stated 
that the quality of the final effluent has been satisfactory without exception 
as regards appearance, odors and reduction of organic matter and 
bacteria. When the purified sewage is mixed with an equal volume of 
brook water it is not putrescible at ordinary summer temperature. 

The contact beds during the past Summer and Fall have had the 
scum removed from their surfaces at frequent intervals and while they 
do not drain so rapidly as formerly, the indications are that they 
will operate for some little time yet before the material requires removal 
or cleaning. 

The septic tanks have been operated according to a number of 
different schedules with a view to ascertaining the most advantageous 
method of operation as shown by the behavior of the contact beds and 
by the results of frequent analyses. The policy has been to keep as 
much suspended matter as possible from getting on to the contact beds. 
The septic tanks were cleaned out in February and will again require 
cleaning during the winter. They are now operated in pairs, each 
pair being in service from two to four days at a time. 

The screens are used somewhat more regularly than formerly to keep 


the coarser suspended matters from entering the septic tanks. The 


‘ 
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screenings are removed by hand at frequent intervals and buried in a 


trench. 


No nuisances have occurred around the plant and the roads and 
adjoining fields are in quite good condition.

The Department organization at present is one Chief, one Captain, 
one Sergeant, one Detective Sergeant, one Doorman, one Patrol Driver, 
and twenty-one Patrolmen.

REPORT OF CHIEF OF FIRE DEPARTMENT 


Plainfield, N. J., December 31, 1908. 
To the Honorable the Common Council of the City of PPlainfield, 


Gentlemen :—I herewith respectfully tender to you, this my twenty- 
first annual report of the condition and operation of the Fire Department 
under your control, giving the number of fires and the amount of insurance 
and losses as nearly as could be ascertained. 


MANUAL FORCE, 


The manual force of the Department consists of permanent and 
call men. The permanent force is composed of one Chief Engineer; 
one First Assistant Engineer; three Captains of Companies; one driver 
of Chief's wagon; one Tillerman; and six drivers of apparatus; and 
four Hose Men. 

The call force consists of one Captain; one Engineer of Steamer; 
one Veterinary Surgeon; and twenty-two Hose and Ladder men. 


HOUSES. 


The City owns and occupies three Engine Houses. The Headquarters 
building, Nos. 145, 147, and 149 East Second Street, is occupied by No. 
2 Hose Wagon; No. 1 Hook and Ladder Truck; No. 1 Chemical Engine, 
Chief's Wagon; and the Supply Wagon. The Chief’s office is also 
located in this building. No. 1 Engine House, No. 206 and 208 West 
Second Street is occupied by No. 1 Hose Wagon, and No. 1 Steamer. 
No. 3 Engine House, Nos. 730 and 732 West Fourth Street, is occupied 
by No. 3 Combination Hose Wagon and Supply Wagon. 


APPARATUS.

FIRE ALARM. 


Every public school building in the City is now connected with 
the nearest Fire Alarny Box by an Auxiliary Box, placed in the main 
hall of each building, so that in case of fire an alarm can be sent 
over the Fire Alarm System without leaving the building. 

Two new boxes have been placed during the year—one on the 
corner of Ninth Street and Arlington Avenue, No. 78; and one on the 
corner of West Fourth Street and Monroe Avenue, No. 86. A total of 
forty-five. There is about twenty-six miles of over head wire; one 
twelve inch steam gong located at the Electric Station; four fifteen inch 
house gongs (one located at the Pumping Station); three mechanical 
and six electrical Tappers, located in the houses of the Officers and 
men of the Department; one bank of storage battery, forty cells, Type C.; 
one switchboard; one motor generator (Western Electric Type) 125 volts, 
3 amperes, owned by the N. Y. & N. J. Telephone Co. This branch of 
our service is cared for by the N. Y. & N. J. Telephone Company, under 
the direct management of Mr. W. C. Applegate, who takes a great 
interest in the Fire Alarm, and though working under great disadvantage 
has given good service during the year.

WATER SUPPLY. 


There are now placed and in use 341 hydrants, twenty-four of 
which are four way, and 317 two-way hydrants. The water pressure through- 
out the City is about 75 pounds, except in the Eastern Section where 
it is about from thirty to sixty pounds, with a probable average of 
forty pounds. At a test from a hydrant located at the corner of Bel- 
videre and Berkeley Avenues, through 250 feet of Hose with 1% inch 
smooth bore nozzle, given in the presence of the members of the Common 
Council last winter, a stream was thrown, which barely reached the 
cornice of a two story house. 

In conclusion, I thank the Mayor and Your Honorable Body for 
the efforts you have made during the past year in the way of better 
fire protection for our continually growing city, and I sincerely trust 
that you will further continue the good work. 

I renew my recommendation that the old brick tower and the 
present partition be removed and the stalls changed, and that the side 
walk be replaced with cement at No. I Engine House. The floor under 
the stalls in this engine house is in a dangerous condition and must 
be renewed very. soon. 

If the alterations recommended are made, this will be a first-class, 
up-to-date engine house.. 

A portion of the floors at Headquarters is in a very serious condition. 
The floors need to be taken up at the east side of the house and new 
beams replaced. This would require new flooring, and I recommend 
that that portion of the floor at least be taken up and replaced with 
a cement floor. ; 

I understand the cost will be little more if any, than renewing the 
same with wood, and as it will be a great deal better, more sanitary 
and about everlasting, I recommend that when that floor be taken 
up it be replaced with cement. 

I again ask that a heater be placed in No. 1 Engine House to keep 
the water warm in the boiler, as we are very much handicapped, when 
we need the steamer on a short run at present, as we have to wait from 
five to eight minutes to get up steam. 
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I would again call your attention to the fact that we need a larger 
steamer in the center of the City and would suggest that the present 
steamer be placed in the new house now being constructed in the 
Netherwood section of the City. 

I have been skeptical in regard to automobile. apparatus but now 
think if your Honorable Body can see the way to purchase a combination 
chemical engine and hose wagon automobile to be placed in the new 
Netherwood Engine House, I am under the impression that it would 
be money well invested. 

I would again call your attention, as I have done for the past three 
or four years, to the need of having more hydrants on Front Street between 
Richmond Street and Central Avenue, and would especially request that 
your Honorable Body give this matter immediate attention. 

Our fire alarm wires are about the only overhead wires at present 
in certain portions of the City, and I would recommend that as soon 
as possible all overhead fire alarm wires in the center of the city be 
placed underground. 

I would call your attention to the need of a modern switchboard for our 
fire alarm and that last year I stated that the buss bar now in use in 
the battery room is dangerous even for an expert to handle under certain ~ 
conditions. We had a cross with overhead high tension wires once 
this year that put our entire fire alarm system out of commission for 
hours. If a proper switch board had been in use at the time, only a 
small section of the wire would have been out of commission, and the 
rest of the City would have had its ordinary protection. 

Two of our horses will need to be replaced during the year. One 
old “Jim” at headquarters, who has served the City faithfully for a 
good many years, is now worn out and should be replaced immediately 
to save the other horse, which is a very valuable one. 

Four more permanent men should be installed in the present engine 
hhouses—two in headquarters and one in each of the other houses, as 
they are very much needed especially during meal hours. 

To equip the new engine house and keep the number of feet of 
hose in each of our other houses up to standard, we will probably require 
about three thousand feet of new hose next year. 

I desire to thank the Chief of Police, Patrick S. Kiely, and members 
of the Police Force for the valuable services rendered by them at fires. 

It affords me great pleasure to testify to the loyal support and 
able assistance I have received from every officer in the department. 
Much of the success of the past year is due to the satisfactory and 
efficient manner in which both officers and men have performed their 
various and often times dangerous duties. 7

Gentlemen:—We submit herewith the twentieth annual report of 
the Board of Health of the City of Plainfield: 


We would call your attention especially to the character of the 
work done during the past year in the inspection and supervision of 
our milk supply. The importance of this work in its practical bearing 
upon the health of our community, can not be overestimated; and the 
marked improvement in the quality of the milk supplied to Plainfield 
this last year as compared with former years, bears witness to the 
value of this thorough inspection. 

With the exception of a larger number of typhoid fever cases than 
usual, the health of the city has been remarkably good, very few 
contagious diseases being reported. The relation between a certain 
milk supply and a large percentage of our typhoid cases, and the prompt 
shutting out of this source of infection, is fully set forth in the report 
of the Health Officer. 

During this coming year, we hope to make a complete inspection of 
all our food supplies, and a thorough house-to-house. visitation. 

The present methods of garbage disposal are still unsanitary and 
unsatisfactory, and a menace to the health of the community. It is 
earnestly hoped that this problem may soon be solved by proper municipal 
control. 
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The detailed workings of the Board in all its varied departments, will 
be found in the complete report of the Health Officer, to which your 
attention is respectfully asked.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE HEALTH OFFICER. 


December 31, 1908. 


To the Board of Health, City of Plainfield, N. J., 

Gentlemen:—I herewith present a detailed report of the work 
- performed by this Department during the year 1908 : 

The routine work has been carefully done, and in addition, we 
have been able to make some special investigations; among these has been 
an investigation of the ice cream supply, a report of which is submitted. 

A study of that section of this report relating to the milk supply, 
will show what a great improvement has been made over previous years. 
Both the dairy inspections and the milk analyses have been more frequent, 
with the result that our dairies are of a higher standard and our market 
milk of a better quality than ever before. 

This coming year we hope to still further improve our work and 
with an extra inspector, complete our sanitary survey of the city, and 
make a thorough investigation of all the food supplies.

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Scarlet Fever. 


Thirty cases of scarlet fever were reported during the year with 
no deaths. This number is remarkably low for a city of the size 
‘of Plainfield. The cases were scattered and the source of infection 
‘could not be definitely traced. 


| Diphtheria. 

There were twenty cases of diphtheria reported last year, which 
is the best record we have had in eight years. The number of deaths 
were, however, high in comparison with the number of cases. The 
source of infection could be traced in only a few instances. 


Small Pox. 
We were again fortunate in having no cases of small pox during 


the year 1908. 
Chicken Pox. 


Eighteen cases of chicken pox were reported with no deaths. This 
number is below the normal for a city as large as Plainfield. 


Measles. 


An unusually large number of cases were reported during the year, 
there being 222. This disease is seldom fatal and parents do not fear it; 
in fact they seem to think that children must have it some time, and 
no attempt is made to protect them from infection. In its early 
stages, it is so often mistaken for an ordinary cold that children are 
allowed to attend school, and as the disease is highly contagious, it 
is thus very difficult to control. 


Typhoid Fever. 
While typhoid fever was prevalent throughout the United States, 
Plainfield was unfortunate in having more than its share. There were 
more cases in 1908 than in any of the past twelve years. These were 
distributed throughout the year as follows:

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The cases in the latter part of the year represent two distinct out- 
breaks: The first, in August and early September, consisted of eight 
cases and was confined to the western end of the city. Each case 
was carefully investigated and a complete history obtained, but it 
was impossible to find the source of infection in any-of the cases. This 
outbreak stopped about the middle of September. 

The second outbreak started in the latter part of September and 
consisted of thirty cases. These cases were distributed over a period 
of eight weeks. When the cases began to be reported and complete 
records obtained, the only thing common to the majority was the 
milk supply. An investigation of this was immediately started with the 
following results. 

The milk dealer was serving about 240 quarts of milk daily to about 
130 customers. This milk was obtained from three different -sources, 
90 quarts from one, 40 from another, and the remaining I10 quarts from 
a dairy which was supplying one other milk dealer in Plainfield, on 
whose route we had no cases of typhoid fever. 

The milk was received at the milk depot in the late afternoon, 
at once bottled, and stored in the milk house. Proper, provisions were 
made for washing bottles, cans, etc., in the cellar; after being washed 
the bottles were placed on a rack in the milk house. City water was 
used exclusively on the premises. A physician examined every one 
on the premises and could find no evidence or history of any illness. 
All the milk was delivered in bottles but no adequate provisions were 
made for sterilizing them. 

On one of the two daries supplying the dealer with milk, a polluted 
well was found. There was, however, no history of a case of typhoid 
fever ever having been on the premises. This well was closed at once. 

On the other dairy it was found that all the members of the family 
with the exception of the mother, had had typhoid fever six years ago 
while on another farm. Samples of the feces were taken and sent 
to the Laboratory of Hygiene for analysis, but the typhoid bacillus could 
not be found in them. On May 13th a friend visited the farm, was 
taken ill, and on May 15th was removed to Muhlenberg Hospital, where 
it was discovered that she had typhoid fever. She was on this farm 
only two days, had taken no part whatever in the dairy work, and did 
not return to the farm on her release from the hospital. The water 
supply came from springs on the mountain, fully half a mile away, and 
was piped through the house, stable and milk house; on analysis, this 
water proved to be of excellent quality. The milk house was several 
hundred feet distant from the house and a tight box privy. A physician 
examined everybody on the above premises and could find no evidence 
of any illness. 

For some time previous to September Ist, the milk from these two 
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dairies was sold by a different milk dealer. On this man’s route we 
had two cases, but after the change in his source of supply, no further 
cases were reported among his customers. 

Near the end of this outbreak, one of the cases reported was a patient 
who, it was found, had been ill for five weeks prior to the calling of 
a physician ; ‘+t was further learned that two other members of the 
family were recovering from what had apparently been typhoid fever— 
no physician at all have been in attendance. During these six or seven 
weeks, milk had been supplied to them in bottles from the two above 
mentioned dairies, so that the chances of a bottle infection were great. 

Our investigation failed to reveal any definite source of. infection. 
On account of this the State Board of Health was asked to conduct 
an investigation along entirely independent lines. They were, however, 
unable to obtain any further information as to the cause of infection. 

Reports of cases among persons using this milk, still continued 
to come in; so, realizing that something must be done to stop this 
outbreak, and taking into consideration the fact that a person who 
had typhoid fever may be a carrier of the disease for many years 
afterwards, and considering also the possibilities of a bottle infection, 
the Board of Health ordered the milk from the above two dairies 
excluded indefinitely from the city, and the milk dealer’s entire equipment 
thoroughly sterilized. This was done, and in the presence of our 
Inspector every bottle, pail, can, brush, etc., was thoroughly boiled. After 
this action, only five cases were reported and in each, the infection was 
traced to a time prior to the action of the Board. Since then we 
have had no cases of typhoid fever reported and the outbreak has been 
effectively checked. 


Tuberculosis. 


Our records for 1908 show that tuberculosis was the chief cause 
of death in Plainfield, as it always has been. 47 cases and 42 deaths 
were reported—the largest number of deaths for several years. 

During the year, we have continued our practice of disinfecting after 
deaths and removal of patients. In addition to this, all cases have been 
thoroughly investigated since the early part of June, by a visiting nurse 
employed by the Plainfield. Society for the Prevention and Relief of 
Tuberculosis. .

When reported to me, each case is visited, unless otherwise requested, 
and history taken. The physical condition of the patient is noted, the 
stage of the disease, the conditions under which he is living, etc. Sub- 
Sequent visits are arranged according to the necessity of each. case, 
but each patient is usyally visited once a week, sometimes oftener, and 
always once in two weeks. 

I find that the patients have been fully instructed by the attending 
physician, and in most cases, the directions are being carried out as 
well as circumstances permit. I supplement these instructions as need 
requires, and also furnish the household with circulars containing in- 
formation in regard to the nature of the disease, its possible cure and 
the precautions necessary to prevent the infection of others. Special effort 
is made to impress upon the patients the danger which lurks in the sputum, 
and the great necessity of taking proper care of it. Paper sputum cups, cheese 
cloth or paper napkins are supplied by the Society. Reclining chairs 
are also loaned, and by their use, patients are able to spend more time 
out of doors than they could comfortably do otherwise. 

Patients in need of financial help are referred to the Charity Or- 
ganization Society, and those needing the services of an attendant, are 
referred to the King’s Daughters’ Nurse. 

Suitable cases are recommend to take advantage of the treatment 
at the New Jersey State Sanitorium at Glen Gardner, and one patient 
is being greatly benefitted by the treatment there. There are, however, 
only a few “suitable cases,” as only incipient cases are accepted. In 
most instances the disease develops very decidedly and passes on to 
the second or third stage before the patient realizes the necessity of 
calling a physician. 

When a room is vacated by a patient, either because of death or 
removal, the Health Department is notified, and the proper disinfection 
is done.

DISINFECTION. 


The same method of disinfection was used as last year, and about 
the same number was made. Following cases of scarlet fever, diphtheria, 
tuberculosis and small pox, disinfection is compulsory; in other cases, 
it is done only upon request. The charge made for these disin- 
fections is the cost of material only. The following is a summary of the 
disinfections made during the year 1908, eighteen of which were done

As usual, nuisances caused by the accumulation of garbage, head the 
list. The need of some proper collection of the garbage has been 
thoroughly discussed in previous reports. We still have the disreputable, 
unsanitary and unsightly garbage outfits in our city; and people still 
continue to throw garbage in their yards, and in many cases householders 
are forced to allow the garbage to accumulate because they are unable 
to get a garbage collector to remove it regularly. 

I would again urge the necessity of some action toward a proper 
sanitary collection of the garbage of our city under municipal control.

ICECREAM SUPPLY. 


Ice cream is one of our important food supplies; its use is general, 
especially during the hot months, and it may be considered an im- 
portant factor in the transmission of disease on account of an impure 
milk supply or unsanitary. conditions in the manufacture; there is 
also the same danger from typhoid fever, scarlet fever and diphtheria 
epidemics as there is in the general milk and cream supply. Ice cream 
may easily be the cause of many diarrhoeal and stomach diseases; also 
ptomaine and other poisonings due to the toxins from cream improperly 
handled and stored. This is especially true in the case of invalids and 
children whose digestive organs are far more susceptible to bacterial 
infection than those of a person in good health or an adult. 

While the general milk and cream supply of Plainfield is very 
closely watched and every dairy carefully and periodically inspected, 
under our present regulations, cream used in the manufacture of ice 
cream may be secured anywhere without regard to its purity, and served, 
in its raw state, in the form of ice cream, to the people of Plainfield. 

In view of all these facts an investigation was made of the ice creams 
sold in the city, particular attention being paid to the milk or cream 
used, the places where the ice cream was made, and the methods employed 
in its manufacture. Samples of the cream or milk used were taken 
and analyzed; samples of the ice cream were purchased in the open 
market and analyzed chemically and bacteriologically for the butter fats, 
thickening, color matter and the number of bacteria. 
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At the time of the investigation there were seventeen ice cream 
manufacturers in Plainfield, five of whom were druggists who made 
ice cream for use at the soda fountain only. The following is a list of 
the manufacturers:

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The results of our investigation showed that the premises where 
ice cream was made in Plainfield, were in fairly good condition. While 
improvements could be made, there were no dirty, unsanitary places. 
The creams used were of good quality but unnecessarily high in bac- 
teria. 

The practice of using condensed cream should be prohibited. We 
would not allow condensed milk to be watered and sold as milk; why 
then should we allow condensed cream to be watered, flavored, frozen 
and sold in the form of ice cream? 

The average butter fat contents of the ice cream was fairly good. 
The state law requires 16% fat in cream and our average of the creams 
used for making ice cream was 19.10%. ‘The analysis of the ice cream 
showed the butter fats to be considerably lower than that of the cream 
_ itself, but this was still above the standard. 

It will be noted that coloring matter was found in but few samples 
and this was principally in the strawberry flavor. 

Gelatine was largely used as a thickener and to give body and 
smoothness. The principal objection to the use of a thickener in ice 
cream is that it increases the keeping qualities of the ice cream and this 
is not desirable; bacteria increase so rapidly under favorable conditions, 
that the ice cream should not be stored or kept but should be used as 
soon as possible after being made. ! 

The extremely large number of bacteria present in both the cream 
and ice cream may be due to two causes: The production of the cream 
under unsanitary conditions or its improper handling or storage. That 
the cream used for making ice cream was not so carefully handled as that 
-for table use is shown by a comparison with the July analysis of the 
creams sold in Plainfield for table use. The average number of bacteria 
in the former was 5,087,000 per cubic centimeter, while the latter was 
544,000. If the cream is kept too long at a high temperature before being 
used, or the ice cream is made and stored under unsanitary conditions, 
or kept for any length of time, the bacteria have every chance to multiply. 
A better, cleaner cream to start with, cleaner methods in manufacture, 
and a quick sale of the product will mean an ice cream with a fewer 
bacterial content. 

The ice cream sold in cones was of poor quality. The cones them- 
selves are made of some gelatinous substance. These are filled with 
ice cream and sold for a penny apiece. On account of the low price 
the ice cream must be of poor quality, but there is absolutely no excuse 
for the large number of bacteria present. 

While the restlts of this investigation showed the need of some 
regulation of this important food supply, the data was obtained too late 
in the season to have any new ordinances introduced. This coming 
year, however, we intend to have the cream used in the manufacture of 
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ice cream produced and handled under the same rules and regulations 
that we require for our market milk. We also hope to have an ordinance 
governing the manufacture of ice cream. By doing this, we expect to 
greatly improve the quality of our ice cream supply. 


MILK SUPPLY. 


The problem of obtaining a clean milk supply has been one of the 
most important branches of the work of this Department. The system 
of dairy inspection and miik analysis outlined in previous reports has 
been carried out this past year, but it has been improved and made 
more thorough. Complete analyses were made each month of all the milks 
sold by the retailers, and the records of these analyses are thus more 
valuable than those of previous years. 


During the past year, the following inspections were made in con- 
nection with the milk supply:

Five hundred samples of milk were taken for analyses, ninety-nine 
of which were brought to the office or taken for special analysis. 

At the present time, there are about 11,000 quarts of milk sold 
in Plainfield daily. This is supplied from two creameries and 83 
dairies. There are 15 bottling places.

Particular attention was paid to obtaining a clean milk supply for our 
city. The watering of milk and the use of preservatives is practically 
a thing of the past; we have no trouble on this score. Constant effort 
is required to obtain a clean, wholesome milk, properly produced and 
handled; and while the result of our work is not yet all we wish, a marked 
improvement in the market milk was made during the year. The 
average bacterial count for all samples collected during the year was 
51,887 per cubic centimeter—a decided reduction over the average of 
1907 which. was 90,911 per cubic centimeter. This is clearly shown by 
the following summary:

During the year the Mayor and the Common Council thought it 
advisable to make a change in the management at the Industrial Home, 
for the best interest of the Institution. As a result a new 
Superintendent and Matron were appointed by the Mayor and 
confirmed by the Common Council. Since the change most grati- 
fying improvements have beén made in the general condition of 
the Home, the cleanliness of the inmates, the care of the 
outbuildings, and grounds, etc. There has also been several needed 
improvements made in the interior of the Home during the past year, 
such as installing a large French Steel Range in the kitchen, providing 
a room in the Male Department for smoking and reading, and the re- 
decorating of the male department throughout, and several other improve- 
ments have also been made. 

Through the death of Mr. Harry B. Suydam, the Alms Committee 
has lost a member who was ever ready to expend time and effort for 
the interests of the poor, both outside and at the Industrial Home. 

In the opinion of the Commitee there should be a sum provided 
early next year for purchasing farm implements, horses, etc., for 
the cultivation and caring of the grounds.

REPORT OF SHADE TREE COMMISSION 


Plainfield, New Jersey, December 28th, 1908. 


: 
To the Honorable the Common Council of the City of Plainfield, 


- Gentlemen:—The Shade Tree Commission begs to submit the fol- 
lowing report for the year ending December 31st, 1908: 


The Commission early realized, as every one must who gives the 
subject any thought, that one of the greatest needs of our City is 
the thinning out and removal of many of the overcrowded and de- 
formed trees on the streets, park and private grounds of the older 
portions of the town. Where trees are planted close together, as they 
are on most of our streets, they grow ill-shapen, prevent the proper 
circulation of air, and lack the beauty and symmetry of trees that 
are planted far enough apart so that each can develop individually. 
The efforts of the commission have therefore been directed in a large 
part to the remedying of this condition. 

Work has been done in the park and throughout the city where 
the need seemed greatest. Where trees have been cut, the wood has 
been sold, and with the proceeds, the work has been somewhat extended 
beyond what would otherwise have been possible with the limited ap- 
propriation available. The commission feels strongly that this work 
should be pushed now while there are still many trees that will make 
beautiful, shapely specimens if they are given room to grow in, but 
which are so crowded that they will soon be ruined so far as any 
beauty is concerned, unless something is done for them. Besides it 
will cost much less to do this thinning now than it will after the 
trees have grown five, ten or fifteen years longer, for they will have 
to be thinned some time, and it is the large trees that are exensive 
to cut out by the roots. 

“The commission undertook to spray all the street elms this sum- 
mer. The time was short within which this spraying should have been 
done; and the leaves on some of the trees were rather ragged before 
the men reached them, but much good work was done, as was evident 
by comparing the sprayed trees with those near by on private grounds 
that had not been sprayed. It is planned to have two gangs of men 
spraying at once the coming year, so that the elms throughout the city 
can all be covered before the beetles have a chance to get a foothold. 
This can be done by getting one or two barrel hand-pumps for use 
on some of the smaller trees and using the power pump for the larger 
ones. It is also hoped that the commission will be able to spray private 
trees at cost, which it was unable to do this year. 

“The work for the coming year will be carried on along the same 
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general lines as it has been this year, except that it is planned to take 
certain streets and blocks where the abutting property owners are 
willing to co-operate with the commission, and put the trees on these 
particular streets or blocks in as .good a condition as possible, keeping 
a record of such work on maps on file in the office. In this way the 
whole city will finally be completely and systematically covered and 
it is believed that the educational effect of the work of the commission 
will be greater thereby. And this is perhaps not its least important 
work. It is also planned to do some planting of trees next spring 
on our streets where there are gaps that need filling up, and perhaps 
on some of the streets where trees have never been set out. The 
cost of this work, however, if carried out, would be charged against 
the abutting property owners and collected in much the same manner 
as in the case of curbing or flagging when done by the city.” 

Mr. Elliot T. Barrows, who served as president of the Commission 
from its beginning, and whose services in organizing its work were 
very valuable, felt obliged to resign from the Commission in October. 
Mr. James L. Greenleaf, landscape architect, was appointed to fill the 
vacancy.

The Police Department and 
the City Court, after a varied and nomadic career, covering almost forty — 
years, have now for the first time a home worthy the name, and as 
a consequence, the service henceforth to be rendered can not help but 
advance to a higher plane, since the serious obstacles which have from 
the beginning of the City’s history, hampered the work, are now removed.
